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Inland Jotting. 

To the Editor : Since your paper 
aims at being the best and most wide- 
ly informed organ of intelligence with- 
in the province, you show your wisdom 
in always cordially welcoming reliable 
information that may bt> supplied you 
from time to time by correspondents in 
all parts of tho country, whoso interests 
it is your prido and boast to foster and 
stimulate to the utmost of your power. 

It ia a pity your own graphic pen 
ha3 not as yet been employed is dp 
scribing tho many salient point3 of in- 
terest connected with a tour through 
the Nicola country. Perhaps in some 
respects tho Nicola lake must yield the 
palm for picturesque beauty and ro- 
mantic grand ness to that of Kamloops, 
which it nearly resembles in size and 
contour. Vet the human interest is 
greater here, owing to tho many pros 
perous farms and improved homes that 
are scattered along its margin from the 
foot to the head, or Mooretown. 

The settlers of Nicola valley and 
Lake district are emphatically a well- 
to-do, contented and spirited body of 
people, and are quietly obtaining a 
competence, having a good market for 
all they can raise. We were pleased 
also to notice the evident marks of im- 
provement as connected with the very 
superior Indian reserve, through which 
we pass before reaching C'outlo's well 
known place for rest and refreshment. 
Here quite a line of new houses, after 
the European style, greets the eye and 
shows that the red man is following 
eagerly in tho footsteps of his white 
brother. A good school established 
here under Dominion auspices would 
bo a great boon to the large body of 
ludians congregated at this point. Not 
only would they gladly send their ohd- ' 
dren, but would contribute willingly to- [ 
wards its support. The appointment j 
of Mr. Howse as the Indian agent for j 
the Semilkaneen, and that of H. Corn- j 
wall, Esq., of Ashcroft for the Shuawap j 
and Thompson country . at liberal salaries 
uml good travelling expenses, should 
provide a careful supervision of tho 
native population handed over to their 
care. The Indians respect authority, 
and will readily conform to what is re- 
quired of them provided those appoint- 
ed over them are faithful to their trust 
and show themselves to be worthy of 
their regard. 

In olden days it was a terribly long, 
hard and dreary journey from Nicomin 
or Cook's ferry to Nicola. Happily 
now the rido can be broken by resting 
for the night at our host of Smith's 
plain, where the fair mistress in a 
double sense (her name, iB Phair) dis- 
penses a hospitality and spreads a 
board that would satisfy the most fas- 
tidious and exacting. 

Cook's Ferry is growing fast, and 
what with rival stores, hotels and rail- 
way enterprise ia becoming quite a 
busy, bustling depot. 

Murrayville, across Speneo's bridge, 
begins to assume quite the appearance 
of a small town, and presents a con- 
stant sceno of business and enterprise. 
Mr. Murray's new Btore looms up 
grandly, being a building some eighty 
feet long by thirty, two stories high, 
and having projecting dormitory win- 
dows along the roof. Importing di- 
rectly from Canada and (ireat Britain 
and appointed agent for a number of 
influential firms, Mr. Murray eminent- 
ly deserves to be considered one of the 
most enterprising and successful mer- 
chants of this upper country. 

Friend " Charley," the genial host of 
the adjacent building, formerly occu- 
pied by Murray, is evidently bent on 
carrying out a class of tactics that he 
so successfully put in operation else- 
where. Th« consequence will be he 
will run a first-class hotel and obtain a 
greater measure of popularity and pub- 
lic support than followed him even in 
his palmy days of old at the capital. 
In a word, all agree he is a " capital " 
follow in the position he holds, and the 
very sight of his well-kept, cheery as 
pect is as inviting as his fare. 

The Nelson house, on the south side 
of tho Thompson, is making great ef- 
forts not to be outdone by tho new 
and formidable rival. Old structures 
disappear. The latest improvements 
show a determination to keep abreast 
with the times, and accommodation all 
along the road is all that could fairly 
be desired. 

We should like to see greater quiet 
on the Sunday and more respect paid 
to the decencies of civilization, but us 
family life becomes more common and 
communication more easy, things will 
gradually change for the better, and 
we Bhall have turned over a new leaf. 

Hiding down to Lytton from the 
ferry it is not a little amusing to watch 
the new arrivals amongst the Chinese 
employes on the railroad, especially on 
the Sunday — when they are at liberty 



to enjoy themselves after 'their own 
fashion. We saw one who had just in- 
vested himself, probably for the first 
time in his uneventful life, in a pair of 
long boots, into which his trousers were 
carefully tucked, and European miner's 
dress, which he evidently regarded with 
feelings of intense pride and satisfac- 
tion. It was comical to watch him 
marching up anil down before the ad- 
miring gaze of his less fortunate com- 
panions, and to note his gratification 
at being able to exhibit himself in such 
unwonted attire. 

Speaking of the railroad, it is only 
right that attention should be called to 
tho manner in which Patterson has 
completed his contract for clearing the 
track from Boston Bar to Lytton, a 
distance of some 3'2 miles. He has had 
from 10 to GO whites and Indians en- 
gaged at good wages since the begin- 
ning of the year in executing this ar - 
duous undertaking, and during the 
whole time not a single accident has oc- 
curred to any in his employ. For 
miles the track is almost perpendicu- 
lar and exposed those cutting down 
the timber to imminent peril, yet all 
went well, and we can only hope that 
he himself has come well out of this 
trying and hazardous engagement. 

Lytton is indebted for much of its 
good order and freedom from crime to 
the admirable manner in which that 
most efficient and highly respected po- 
lice officer, F. Hussey, the government 
agent, has performed his* various duties 
since his appointment, a year ago. It 
is no exaggeration to say he is one of 
the most popular officials in this upper 
country. ( >usi:itVF.it. 

Vice President Aktuuk's Nativi 
TV. — Rev. Reuben Winegar of Port 
Jackson told your correspondent yester- 
day that in 1831 he and his wife visit- 
ed Fairfield, Vt., and were guests of 
the Rev. Mr. Arthur, the father of 
Vice President Arthur, and while there 
Mr. Winegar held young Arthur, then 
a chilil six months of age, in his arms. 
When asked whether the Vice Presi- 
dent was not born in Canada, Mr. 
Winogar replied, "No, sir; he was born 
in Fairfield, Franklin county, Vt., 
where his father was stationed as a 
Baptist minister." Mr. Winegar is a 
Baptist minister 75 years of age, and 
says he has been acquainted with Mr. 
Arthur, sr., since 18-8. — Anit/i'nlatu

The articles descriptive of tin' salmon 
running industry, published last week, 
contained information which, we have 
reason to believe, will prove of value 
and interest to all who are concerned 
in the prosperity and growth of this 
Pacific province. In the compilation 
of those papers care has been taken to 
avoid exaggeration, and while amaze- 
ment has bean expressed at the ex- 
traordinary number of salmon that are 
now ascending the Kraser, the fact that 
the "run" is more than usually prolific 
has been kept prominently before the 
reader. There is really no occasion for 
any one to he carried away with excite- 
ment at the almost certain profitable 
results of this season's "catch," nor is 
any good object to be set ,-ed by the as- 
sertion that Fraser river will supply 
tish to fill the tins of "fifty canneries." 
So such field is offered there, nor would 
it he advisable to have too main fish 
captured before they have had an op 
portunity of depositing their spawn or 
before a Uovernnient Unlchrry shall 
have been established somewhere on 
the river. A liatehcry is the great 
want. It is absolutely necessary to in- 
sure the continuance of Fraser river as I 
■x fish producing stream that a certain 
number of salmon should be spawned 
each vear; and not only is a Hatchery 
essential to secure' a continuance of the 
"runs,'' but an establishment of the 
kind would change the course of nature 
by securing u large influx of salmon 
every year instead of every live years. 
A great sockeve invasion occurs once in 
tive vears. The present is the fifth 
year since the last heavy run, and from 
this fact it is argued that after the 
voting fish has left the river and gone 
to sea, it requires live years to arrive 
tit maturity before, in obedience to 
an unerring instinct, it is prepared 
to return to the river of its birth where, 
after depositing its spawn and discharg- 
ing the object of its being, it dies. Au 
thorities differ upon this point, some 
asserting that the age of a sockeve sal - 
mon is prolonged beyond the period of 
live years ; but facts appear to favor 
that term as the natural length of a 
salmon's existence. Bo this as it may, 
however, it cannot affect the argument 
in favor of the establishment of a 
Hatchery — the object of such an enter- 
prise being not only to preserve the 
iish from extermination, but to render 
the runs annual instead of quinqennial 
as now. We will suppose a Hatchery 
established at, say, tho Brunette, just 
above New Westminster, and in charge 
of experienced men who each year 
provide for the hatching of a given 
number of fish. In five years from the 
date of the first hatching the Iish will 
return to the river, and so on in each 
successive vear until a large run of 
salmon may be as confidently relied 
cn every summer as the return of the 
seasons or the regular ebb and flow of 
the tide. The province and the can 
nerv owners have strong claims upon 
the Dominion government for the con- 
servation of the salmon which, we be- 
lieve, that government is not Inclined 
to disregard. There is now invested in 
the industry a capital that closely 
approaches §500,000. Employment is 
given to upwards of 3000 hands on 
Fraser river alone, and the average 
daily expenditure is :?8000. Tho value 
of the fish-crop for 1881 is variously 
estimated at from §900,000 to 81,- 
200,000, the importation of dutiable 
goods consumed at the canneries has 
caused a large increment in the customs 
revenue of the country, and the indus- 
try, if protected by wise legislati 
effective officers, is capable of gr 
pansion and may always rank 
the mainstays of the country 
while the government have u duly to 
discharge towards fish takers and curers 
the latter also have a duly to perform. 
A man when advised to make provision 
for posterity exclaimed, "Hang pos- 
terity ! What has posterity done for 
me f Fortunately, the mass of people 
are wiser than that fellow, and prudent 
men and women allow no opportunity of 
laying something by for those who are 
to come after them to pass unimproved. 
This principle should actuate the com- 
panies that are now engaged in taking 
tish on the Fraser and other rivers. We 
forget how many eggs a female sal 
mon carries in her pouch ; hill the 
number is so very large as to be almost 
incredible. Every man who destroys 
a salmon wantonly should remember 
that he is not alone responsible for the 
death of one bui of thousands of Iish. 
The establishment of a "close season 
is now impossible, because of the irre- 
gular periods at which the run in Fra- 
ser river begins and terminates. On 
Columbia river, where the Iish enter 
early in the summer, the close .season 
commenced rest unlay ; but it is obvious 
that had the same date been establish- 
ed by law on Fraser river ill the cm 
neries would huve been forced to shut 
down before their canning capacity had 
been one half exhausted. The sockeyes 
which in previous years began torun from 
tho 5th to the 10th of duly did not 
enter Frasei river in any force until a 
week ago. The run will lust about 
three weeks, and if labor were obtain- 
able every tin on the river would be till- 
ed. But, most unfortunately, ihe can- 
neries are at the mercy of the Chinese. 
This race are now masters of tho situa- 
tion. They can and do dictate terms ; 
they object to the introduction of labor- 
saving apparatus on the plea that ma- 
chinery makes work scarce ; they strike 
upon the slightest provocation and are 
generally as disagreeable anil independ- 
ent as it is possible, for laboring men to 
be. They say in effect, " We've got the 
cannors in the door — let's squeeze, 'em." 
fndians are preferred fo Chinese by the

eanners ; but, while more tractable 
than the latter class, they are still more 
unreliable, because nature seems to 
render continuous exertion on their part 
impossible. Efforts to obtain the ser- 
vices of a sufficient number of whites 
have failed, tho railways in British 
Columbia and Oregon having absorbed 
all available men. ' All things connect- 
ed with the Fraser < nneriesare, there- 
fore, not edeurde >•<■ . but while there 
is no reason for excitement, still less for 
the establishment of "fifty canneries" 
next vear, there is a great deal in the 
present aspect of affairs to encourage 
the belief that, with the adoption of 
proper precautions, there is in the Fra- 
ser fisheries a source of wealth more 
enduring and profitable than any gold 
mine that has yet been discovered in 
the province. 

Tho Public Landing-. 

To Till' EDITOR. Allow me space 
in your valuable paper for the following 
remarks to the ratepayers of this city : 
Last vear when they were called on to 
vote for or against giving away the 
public landing I along with many others 
thought that there would not be any 
more attempts made by the mayor and 
a portion of the council to gull the tax- 
payers about said landing; but it ap- 
pears b\ the bylaw published in The 
<\,ln,il»t that another farce is to be en 
acted to morrow, for what / Why, for 
the purpose of voting away the public 
landing for the benefit of an absentee 
landlord. In the name of common sense 
why should the ratepayers give any 
one such an advantage, and, more es- 
pecially, an absentee. If the public are 
wise they will cast their voles in the 
negative. The proper thing to do (if 
the citizens want to part with the land 
ing) would be for the corporation to get 
the local legislature to pass an act em - 
powering the city council to sell the 
landing and devote the money to the 
general improvement of the city. I 
have been told that a gentleman belong- 
ing to Victoria has said it is worth from 
sl'J,000 to §15,000. Then why not 
sell it by public auction and give it to 
the highest bidder and end all further 
disputes in the matter. It we grant 
the bvhiw by a majority of votes we 
will linve to spend i'iOOU or 1000 dol 
lars for making the half "t the 
roadway for .Mr. Yates' benefit. Now, 
suppose you sell and only get §10,000 
and say you have only to \m\ sJ.dOm 
for making the roadway, it would bo 
a gain to the city of §1'2,000, because 
by selling you get §10,000 and have 
not to lay out any of the city revenue. 
It is high time that the citizens wen' 
taking a more lively interest in city af 
fairs, and it is also to be hoped they 
will reject to-morrow the action taken 
by tho mayor and a portion of the 
council. Wake up and show that your 
rights are not to be trilled with.

INDIA. 

London', Aug. 1.- 'Ihe Time* Cal 
cutta dispatch says it is certain that 
such of the Ameer's troops as have not 
joined Avoob Khan aie dispersed and 
the Ameer's cause lost in Southern 
Afghanistan. The chances are that 
next week will see Avoob Khan in 
full march on Cabul. The Ameer' 
succeeds in holding his own in Afghan 
and Turkistan and the end of the civil 
war may see Afghanistan split into two 
kingdoms, Ayoob Khan being master 
of Cabul, Candahar and Herat and 
Abdurrahman Khun reigning in Bulkh 
and Badakshant Should this occur 
the British government will have to vr.ee 
serious problems. Abdurrahman separ- 
ated from us by a victorious rival can 
hardly fail to sink to the same position 
as the Khans of Bokhara and Khiva 
and become a tributary of Russia 
which will thus probably advance the 
Russian frontier to Kinderkush, while 
the remainder of Afghanistan will be- 
long to our avowed enemy. That 
England cannot afford to allow. That 
events will arrange themselves in this 
manner is, 1 believe, the unanimous 
oninion of people in this country and it 
is a matter of general remark that the 
folly of the withdrawal from Candahar 
and the hastily patched up settlement 
made at t 'abul last \ ear has already 
become manifest.

Public Landing— Tlioa and Now. 

The vote to-morrow on the public bull- 
ing exchange will be taken under circum- 
stances in marked contrait to those which 
attended the vote in Ocfiber last on the 
same question. Then excitement equal 
to that which marks a parliamentary elec- 
tion swayed the community while the 
columns of the local papers teamed with 
public landing correspondent*.

Utilizing: Tin Scraps. 

Visitors to the Kraser river canneries 
will have observed the liiryu waste that 
results from the want of a proper method 
of utilizing tho tin scraps, which lie rust 
ing in great heaps near the works. Leath- 
er waste and other refuse in vai n. us kinds 
of manufacture have been one after an 
other utilized in the arts, but tin scraps 
have been regarded as utterly good for 
nothing. Attempts have been made, it 
is said, in France, England, and other 
countries to extract value from them, 
unavailingly.

Authorizing the Mayor for the time being 
of the City of Victoria to confirm a 
certain agreeinant elated the 19th day 
of July, 1881, ami made botweon the 
Mayor of the City of Victoria and 
James Yates, for the exchange by the 
said City of that portion of land ly- 
ing between Lots 201 and 203 in the 
said City. 

1. Whereas by an Act passed by the 
Legislature of British Columbia intituled 
" The Yates Street Public Landing Act, 
1880," power was given to the Corpora- 
tion . of the said City by a Bylaw duly 
passed to authorize the Mayor for the 
time being of the said City to confirm any 
agreement whicli the Mayor of the said 
City for the time being might make for 
an exchange of that portion of land lying 
between Lots 201 and 203 and owned by 
the said Corporation for such a portion of 
said Lot 201, as might bo agroed on; 

2. And whereas by an agreement boar 
log date the 19tli day of July, A.D. 1881 
aiid made between John Herbort Tumor, 
the Mayor of the said City of Victoria for 
the time being, therein referred to as the 
said Mayor, of the one part, and the said 
James Yates of the other part, it was 
therein agroed by the said Mayor and the 
said James Yates in the words and figures 
following, that is to pay : 
MEMORANDUM of Agreement entered 

into the 19th day of July, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and eighty-one, 
between John Herbert Turner, 'Mayor 
of the City of Victoria, B. C, of the 
one part; and James Yates, nf Ellin- 
burg, Scotland, of the other part. 

1. The said .lames Yates agrees to con- 
vey ti> the said Corporation the fee simple 
of "that piece of land situated on the Wes- 
terly side of Wharf street and extending 
from Wharf street to the sea, with the 
iwirt of the wharf in tho rear thereof, such 
piece of land abutting on Lot 202 and hav- 
ing a frontage of thirty-live feet on Wharf 
street by an equal width of thirty live feet 
and forming tho Northerly portion of Lot 
201, free from all incumbrances. 

2. The said Mayor agrees that the said 
Corporation shall convey to the said 
James Yates, free from all incumbrances, 
the land lying between Lot 201 and Lot

BYLAW to Authorize tho Sale of 
Lands within the City of Victoria, 
upon which Taxes have been due and 
in Arrcar for Three Years.

IT IS EXPEDIENT 
that all lands or parcel of lands with- 
in tho City of Victoria upon which taxes 
have been duo and in arruar for threo 
years shall be sold and tho proceeds ap- 
plied in the reduction of such taxes; 

Be it ekacteh therefore by the Mayor 
and Council of tho Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria: 

1. Tho Assessor and Collector of the 
Municipal Council of the City of Victoria 
is hereby authorized and directed, when- 
soever tuxes on any land have been due 
for three years preceding the Fifteenth 
day of July, 1881, to submit to the Mayor 
of the City of Victoria a list, in duplicate, 
of all the lands liable under the provi- 
sions of this Bylaw to bo sold for taxos, 
with the amount of arrears against each 
lot set opposite to the same; and the 
Mayor shall authenticate such lists by 
affixing the Seal of the Corporation and 
his signature, and one of sucli lists shall 
be deposited with the Clerk of the Cor- 
poration and the other shall be returned 
to tho Assessor and Collector with a war- 
rant theroto annexed under the hand of 
the Mayor and tho Seal of the Corpora- 
tion, commanding him to levy upon the 
land for the arrears due thereon, with his 
costs. 

2. It shall not bo the duty of the As- 
sessor and Collector to make enquiry be- 
fore effecting a salo of lands for taxes to 
ascertain whether or not there is any dis- 
tress upon the land, nor shall ho be 
bound to enquire into or form any opinion 
of the value of the land.
